The assassination of Sen. Rob- 


ert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y., In early 
June touched off a renewed 
drive for the legislation after It 
had been stymied for years by 
the opposition of the National 
Rifle 
Association 
and other 


groups. 


A section 
of the Omnibus 


Crime Control and Safe Streets 
Act passed in June prohibited 
interstate mail order sales of 
pistols and their over-the-coun- 
ter sale to nonresidents of a 
state. 


But an effort then to include 


shotguns and rifles was reject- 
ed. 


The bill agreed on by. the conf- 


erees has these principal provi- 
sions: 


— Interstate sales of all fire- 


arms and ammunition by mail 
would be prohibited, 
except 


among federally licensed manu- 
facturers, importers, dealers 
and collectors. 


— Over-the-counter 
sales of 


firearms to nonresidents of a 
state would be banned, except 
that a person could purchase a 
rifle or shotgun, but not a hand- 
giu\ in an adjoining state if this 
is legal under the laws of both 
states. 


—In such out-of -state pur- 


chases, the buyer would have to 
file an affidavit of eligibility 
and, to allow time for a police 
check, the seller could not make 
delivery for seven days. 


— On mail order sales within a 


state, this affidavit and wait- 
Ing-period procedure also would 
apply. 


—Sales of handguns and hand- 


gun ammunition would be pro- 
hibited to persons under 21 
years of age, and sales of rifles 
and shotguns and ammunition 
for them would be banned to 
persons under 18. 


-Imports of all surplus mill- 


taxy firearms would be prohibit- 
ed effective immediately, Tte 
rest of the bill would take effect 
Pec.

Says Youth

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Rich- 


ard M, Nixon held out a Repub- 
lican welcome fo the young 
Tuesday, saying the Democratic 
party has rejected youth. 


Before 
(lying to California 


Tuesday night, Nixon addressed 
a packed house In the 8,500-seat 
Minneapolis Auditorium In the 
adopted home state of Ills Dem- 
ocratic rival for the presidency, 
Hubert H, Humphrey. 


The campaign crowd was 


overwhelmingly friendly but In- 
cluded a small and vocal group 
of "we want peace" chanters. 
They Interrupted Nixon several 
times but quickly were drowned 
out by cries of "We Want Nix- 
on." 


One young man, who left the 


hall under his own steam at the 
request of police, stopped the 
GOP candidate at the outset by 
announcing from the balcony, 
over a battery-powered mega- 
phone, that "I have questions I 
want to put to you." 


Many of the Nixon partisans 


were young people, too, and the 
campaigner had a special word 
for them. 


He said Minnesota's Sen. Eu- 


gene J. 
McCarthy deserved 


much of the credit for their in- 
terest ^politics and, referring 
to McCarthy's defeat for the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, 
added: 
"Now 
that 


you've been rejected by the oth- 
er party, we'll welcomo you in 
ours." 


With three rallies scheduled 


today in California, Nixon be- 
gins intensive concentration on 
the big-vote states—declaring 
he's not taking victory for 
granted. 


In a speech prepared for a 


campaign meeting at Santa Mo- 
nica, Nixon proposed a "Chil- 
dren's antiobscenity act" That 
would make it a federal crimi- 
nal offense to knowingly mail 
obscene matter to those under 
16. 


"The time has come for new 


legislation to crack down on the 
purveyors of filth who peddle 
the matter to our young," Nixon 
said. 
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Wednesday, Oetobtf 9,1968. 


The GOP candidate plans to 


gradually Increase Ms voting* 
seeking efforts in the most pop* 
ulotts states until—in the week 
or so before the Nov. 5 balloting 
— they claim his exclusive atten* 
Hon. 


For Nixon, these target states 


are California, Illinois, Texas, 
Michigan, 
Ohio, 
Pennsylvania 


and New York. 


And the Republican nominee 


is not neglecting some of the 
smaller states. He feels he has a 
chance for example, of beating 
Humphrey in Minnesota.

DENVER, Colo. (AP) - A 


new kind of nvjdical practioner 
will be trained at the University 
of Colorado Medical School in 
an attempt to maet an impend- 
ing crisis in health care for chil- 
dren. 


The work will have a range 


broader than a nurse's but nar- 
rower than a doctor's. The 
workers will meet the medical 
needs of children who don't re- 
quire special attention or care 
for serious ailments. 


This new category of medi- 


cine—it doesn't have a formal 
name yet—is the brainchild of 
Dr. Henry K, Silver of the medi- 
cal school's department of pe- 
diatrics. 


Silver said vast numbers of 


children already are "receiving 
grossly inadequate total health 
care." And, he said, "It's going 
to get much worse." 


He said estimates place the 


child population of the United 
States at 76 million by 1980. To 
provide adequate health care 
for these children an additional 
100,000 pediatricians need to be 
trained by then, he said. 


The quota cannot be met, 


even allowing for a drastic in- 
crease in the present rate of 
fewer than 1,000 pediatricians 
entering practice each year. 


Silver's plan will begin to be- 


come a reality when the first 
group of trainees starts classes 
next summor.

from the federal government." 


Humphrey plans to make the 


law and order Issue the subject 
of his second nationally tele- 
vised address of the campaign 
on Saturday night. 


As he has done before, Hum- 


phrey stressed the need to up- 
grade the equipment and train- 
ing of local police forces, say- 
ing, "To wage war on crime in 
our modern society, we need 
professional people whose train- 
ing combines the highest stand- 
ards and the best interdiscipli- 
nary training In crime preven- 
tion, crime control and the pro- 
tection of human rights." 


He said that if, as seems like- 


ly, the present Congress fails to 
pass legislation to require regis- 
tration and licensing of fire- 
arms, "the next Congress must 
do so. 


"But where does Mr. Nixon 


stand on this important ques- 
tion? "he asked. "He says he 
has spoken out on 167 major is- 
sues. Gun control is evidently 
not among them." 


Humphrey said that Nixon's 


advisers forgot to tell him that 
liis proposals for "a 'cabinet- 
level council" to coordinate fed- 
eral, policy on the control and 
prevention of crime, a National 
Coordinating Center and a Na- 
tional Academy of Law Enforce- 
ment—were already part of the , 
federal government's programs 
to fight crime." 


After his Boston speech, Hum- 


phrey flies to New York where 
tonight he will address the an» 
nual dinner of the state's Liber- 
al party, which is backing him.

trols but does not include his re- 
quest to require registration of 
all firearms and the licensing of 
owners. 


The assassination of Sen. Rob- 


ert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y., in early 
June touched off a renewed 
drive for the legislation after it 
had been stymied for years by 
the opposition of the National 
Rifle 
Association 
and other 


groups. 


A section 
of the Omnibus 


Crime Control and Safe Streets 
Act passed in June prohibited 
interstate mail order sales of 
pistols and their over-the-coun- 
ter sale to nonresidents of a 
state. 


But an effort then to include 


shotguns and rifles was reject- 
ed. 


The bill agreed on by, the conf- 


erees has these principal provi- 
sions: 


— Interstate sales of all fire- 


arms and ammunition by mail 
would 
be 
prohibited, 
except 


among federally licensed manu- 
facturers, 
importers, dealers 


and collectors. 


— Over-the-counter 
sales of 


firearms to nonresidents of a 
state would be banned, except 
that a person could purchase a 
rifle or shotgun, but not a hand- 
gun, in an adjoining state if this 
is legal under the laws of both 
states. 


— In such out-of-state pur- 


chases, the buyer would have to 
file an affidavit of eligibility 
and, to allow time for a police 
check, the seller could not make 
delivery for seven days. 


— On mail order sales within a 


state, this affidavit and wait- 
ing-period procedure also would 
apply. 


— Sales of handguns and hand- 


gun ammunition would be pro- 
hibited 
to persons under 21 


years of age, and sales of rifles 
and shotguns and ammunition 
for them would be banned to 
persons under 18. 


— Imports of all surplus mili- 


tary firearms would be prohibit- 
ed effective immediately. The 
rest of the bill would take effect 
Dec. 16. 


— For 
earring 
a firearm 


while committing a federal fel- 
ony, a person would be subject 
to an additional penalty of one 
to 10 years for a first offense 
and 5 to 25 years for a second 
offense. These penalties, howev- 
er, could run concurrently with 
the sentence for the crime itself. 


—Sales of firearms to mental 


incompetents, drug addicts, fel- 
ons, fugitives and persons under 
indictment would be prohibited. 


—Destructive devices such as 


bombs, grenades, antitank guns 
and bazookas would be brought 
under the 1934 National Fire- 
arms Act, which requires feder* 
al registration of sawed-off shot- 
guns, machineguns and other 
gangster-type weapons. 


Violations 
of the new law 


would be subject to penalties of 
up to five years' imprisonment 
or a $5,000 fine, or both. 


The Senate^House conferees 


modified a House provision to 
exempt the National Board for 
Promotion 
of Rifle Practice 


from the terms of the legisla- 
tion.

DENVER, Colo. (AP) - A 


new kind of medical practioner 
will be trained at the University 
of Colorado Medical School in 
an attempt to meet an impend- 
ing crisis in health care for chil- 
dren. 


The work will have a range 


broader than a nurse's but nar- 
rower than a doctor's. The 
workers will meet the medical 
needs of children who don't re- 
quire special attention or care 
for serious ailments. 


This new category of medi- 


cine—it doesn't love a formal 
name yet—is the brainchild of 
Dr. Henry K. Silver of the medi- 
cal school's department of pe- 
diatrics. 


Silver said vast numbers of 


children already are "receiving 
grossly inadequate total health 
care." And, he said, "It's going 
to get much worse." 


He said estimates place the 


child population of the United 
States at 7G million by 1980. To 
provide adequate health care 
for these children an additional 
100,000 pediatricians need to be 
trained by then, he said. 


The quota cannot be met, 


even allowing for a drastic In- 
crease in the present rate of 
fewer than 1,000 pediatricians 
entering practice each year. 


Silver's plan will begin to be- 


come a reality when the first 
group of trainees starts classes 
next summor.

Editor The Star: Perhaps next 


year someone can circulate a 
petition calling for a vote on the 
preachers. Then they can ques- 
tion their legal rights, interpre- 
tive abilities and moral concern. 


That would be next year. This 


year the issue is the legal sale 
of alcohol. The Issue we face is 
whether taverns on our highways 
will build a fine community; 
whether the Increased adver- 
tising that comes with legal 
stores will cut down on consump- 
tion; whether we will sacrifice 
the health and safety of our young 
people for a little supposed liquor 
tax revenue. 


So far, the only Issue the 


"wets" have come out on is that 
the preachers are "all wet." The 
citizens of our county deserve the 
best. If the "wets" can defend 
their position that liquor stores 
and beer Joints build fine com- 
munities, let them speak. If they 
can show that legal control will 
stop bootleggers, let them show 
it. If they can verify the claim 
that we will receive an Increase 
in tax revenue over added police 
costs, insurance costs, lives 
lost, let them verify it. Perhaps 
the reason they don't do this is 
because the "wets" know that 
these things are not true. They 
have never proven out where a 
county went "wet" and it Is doubt- 
ful if they will prove true here 
either. 


To bring more liquor into the 


county and give it public sanc- 
tion will not help but it will 
hinder. If we legalize there will 
be billboards, newspaper ads, 
radio jingles, store front dis- 
plays and printed handbills. In- 
creased exposure means in- 
creased consumption. Increased 
consumption means increased 
drinking, 
drunkenness, 
acci- 


dents, deaths and crime. To put 
a person in a store with a license 
does not make him obey the law.

— A mammoth Saturn 5 rocket 
that may hurl men around the 
moon in December rolls to a 
launch pad today as prepara- 
tions move flawlessly toward 
Friday's launching of the three 
Apollo 7 astronauts on an earth 
orbit voyage.

tion greeted McCarthy when he 
mounted the dais before the 
1,400 persons packing the grand 
ballroom of the New York Hil- 
ton. Then later, as he rose to 
speak, chants 
of "We want 


Gene, we want Gene" Interrupt- 
ed him. 


His fingers flicked the V-for- 


victory sign he used steadily 
through the nomination 
cam- 


paign, and again he was wildly 
applauded. 


He said he began his cam- 


paign last fall more "to raise is- 
sues than to save or divide the 
Democratic party." 


"We did not," he said, "raise 


these issues to gain control... 
to win office." 


Still, McCarthy sajfl, "thecall 
rgoes out for party unity, just as 
it did a year ago.
